PARTICULARS OF THE SHOOTING. 

The following has been received from 
Separ, N. M.: About half-past one 
o’clock yesterday two men with four 
mules arrived at this place, watering 
their animals at the tank, when two 


other men arrived and tied their horses 
at the telegraph office fence. They 
reported that the men who had the 
mules were deserters from Camp 
Thomas, and had stolen seven or eight 
head of stock, among them a horse 
longin to Joe Hill, o Stafford, Arizona. 
Hill’s brother and W. H. Miller were 
the men who were following them. 
They made a request that some one go 
and speak to the two deserters and ask 
them what they had done with the 
balance of the stock, but no one cared 
to do so. Hill stated that he did not 
wish any trouble, only to find his 
stock. Not being able to prevail on 
any one to go, A. G. Hill and his com 
panion, W. H. Miller, started them- 
selves to interview them. By this 
time the others had their mules sad- 
died and their guns ready. Hill and 
Miller kept on — until with- 
in about seventy-five or eighty yards, 
when one of the men stepped out from 
behind a mule and made a motion for 
them to stop, and stepped back be- 
hind the — * and fired. At the first 
fire Miller fell dead, shot through the 
neck, breaking the spinal column, the 
ball coming out between the should- 
ers. Hill then fired, wounding one of 
the men. The two deserters then 
fired at Hill, but did not hit him. The 
mules scattered, but one of the men 
managed to mount one of them, and 
caught another for his companion. 
Both rode off hurriedly in the direc- 
tion of Cow Springs, leaving two 
mules behind. The telegraph operator 
immediately telegraphed to Capt. 
Goodale, at Fort Bayard, and also to 
Fort Cummings. to Gen. Forsythe.

SUMPTUARY LAWS. 


Our esteemed morning contemporary, 
the Herald, appears to have changed 
its tactics regarding the method of 
dealing with social vice. Formerly 
it considered sumptuary laws entirely 
wrong, and an attempted enforcement 
thereof unwise and oppressive, an 
abridgement of the liberty which is 
the personal right of the citizen, etc. 
Now it says the man who will demor- 
alize himself with opium should be in- 
carcerated, and if he be n minor, or a 
married man,his parents, in the one case 
and his wife, in the other, should be 
empowered to recover damages from 
the proprietor of the opium den—just 
as, in some States, a wife may recover 
them from him who sells to her hus- 
band intoxicating liquors.” And, 

again, pointing its finger to the man 
who kept an opium den in Oregon, on 
whose premises a man was found dead, 
it says: 

“The fact that an American citizen 
is discovered dead in an opium den 
should make the proprictor punishable 
for manslaughter, without the necessi- 
ty of any further evidence whatever. 
If at one time it was necessary to pun- 
ish horse stealing by death, assuredly 
the sapping of our national existence 
is worthy of condign punishment.” 


Such sentiments are an honor to him 
who uttered them, but we Cannot re- 
frain from remarking, in view of the 
repeated editorials in that paper 
against cocrcive measures by which to 
reform men, as did one anciently of 
another who had persecuted the saints 
—** Is Saul also among the Prophets!“ 
And we are also reminded of what was 
said of another — Behold he prayeth.”’ 
We sincerely hope this new departure 
of our contemporary will not damage 
its business, nor affect its standing 
with the League, for the field for labor 
it opens is one wherein the harvest 1s 
plentiful and over-ripe and the labor- 
ers are few. 

Yes, the slaves to vices which are 
“sapping our national e€istence’’ 
should be restrained, by force if need 
be. When a man through his vices 
has, with his dependants, become bur- 
dens upon his fellow-men, the latter 
have a right to interpose their power 
and protect the victims. And 
the State that does not legislate to de- 
fend innocent mothers and wive. and 
children from the poverty and want of 
profligate parents and husbands, and 
enforce that legislation, is not worthy 
of our obedience, or respect. ‘To-day 
two-thirds of the taxes paid by the in- 
dustrious, economical toilers of the 
land, is wrenched from them to pay 
the bills for the wreck and havoc 
caused by the vices of profligate cit- 
izens. And when the community at 
large unitedly acts upon the sugges- 
tion of our contemporary, we shall not 
see the immense number of our citi- 
zens inmates of hos,itals, jails, prisons 
and asylums that we now have there. 
And when the community so act, the 
cry of want will not be heard within 
our borders, for sobriety can always 
feed itself and have to spare for 
another. 
individual gains will come an assured 
national prosperity, such as the past 
has never witnessed.

Farther Facts about the Peninsular 
Territory. 


Its Resources, Possibilities, Advantages and 
Dra wbacks— Mines—Fisherica—The 
soll—Cotton, Sugar, etc. 


In a recent report made to the De- 
partment of State by U. S. Vice Consul 
Dexter, of San Jose, Cape San Lucas, 
we find some interesting facts. 

In the vicinity of Cape San Lucas 
September is the season of the year 
most distressing to the proletarian class 
of the population in the matter of food 
supply, the wild fruits which principally 
sustain them in July and August having 
disappeared. At this season the labor- 
ing people, with the exception of the 
peons, have little or no employment. 
The mines further to the northward 
furnish only a partial supply, and the 
laborers and their languishing families 
are reduced to the minimam of food 
until the orange harvest commences. 
Besides this is the work of collecting 
the medicinal herbs and other products 
of the forest which go into commerce, 
together with the work of the sugar and 
cotton harvests, which afford employ- 
ment until the recurrence of another 


scant season. 
The culture of cotton is stimulated by 
the continued and ingreased demand 
for the fibre at remunerative prices, and 
lands susceptible of irrigation are con- 
sequently devoted to this plant to an 
exclusive degree. This caused a de- 
crease in the production of sugar, the 
price of which had fallen greatly under 
the effect of an over-supply. 
The culture of the cereals is attended 
with uncertainty ; there is no assurance 
of their maturing ; their enemies are a 
dew called miel, more properly termed 
„ manna, the worm and other blights, 
though favorable seasons produce profit- 
able results. The meagerness of the 
rainfall (six inches or less annually, ex- 
cept on the Gulf coast, where there is 
none) is the great drawback, and per- 
manent water cannot be secured under 
existing revenue laws. But after the 
rains come—the peninsula lies in the 
belt of summer rains—an astonishing 
change takes place in the surface of the 
country, which is speedily carpeted 
with green. The soil is a light, sandy 
loam, fertile, but requiring more rain- 
fall than it usually gets to make it pro- 
duce to its full capacity. 
The scarcity of steck, together with 
the increased demand for dry hides, has 
caused the doubling of the price of beef 
cattle. Los Angeles cannot, therefore, 
look southward for her future supply 
of beef. 
The appearance of the peninsula from 
the sea, upon either side, is repulsive 
when compared with other cousts more 
favored with rain; yet Vice-Consul 
Dexter asserts thut a short residence 
will convince the most skeptical that it 
possesses vast resources, and is even 
superior to Upper California.“ He ex- 
resses regret that Mr. Trist was so 
badly informed concerning its value as 
to ignore the pledges of the agents of 
our government, given to the people by 
authority, that the Stars and Stripes 
would never be removed from its soil. 
This action furced those who adhered 
to the American cause to flee for their 
lives. He thinks that had faith been 
kept with them the territory would have 
joined the Union and excelled Upper 
California in wealth and population, 
making the land blossom as the rose, 
and that an immense trade would have 
been built up upon the Gulf and Pacific 
coasts, on each of which are to be 
tound many of the finest natural har- 
bors. Most of the land could be made 
available for valuable purposes by the 
application of energy, industry and 
moderate capital, under a liberal and 
fostering government. 
The mountains contain minerals of 
every known class ; from their summits, 
even, water flows, and nutritious grapes 
spring from their soil. Timber grows 
in the gorges and to some extent upon 
the plains, which is useful for domestic 
and mechanical purposes. Extensive 
plains afford ample pasturage, and 
abound in valuable fruits ; but upon the 
Gulf coast, where there is no rain, pas- 
turage fails. Upon the Pacific side, 
however, heavy dews produce grass for 
the sustenance of stock even in the ab- 
sence of rains. 
The emigrant can choose his soil and 
climate in the area lying between the 
coast, where frost is unknown, and the 
mountains. Here he can have four de- 
grees of clime to choose from, with a 
soil whercon every exotic can be pro- 
duced. Water ix near the surface, and 
easily accessible. 
A large part of the table-lands and 
foot-hills are occupied solely by the 
wild animals indigenous to the country. 
The only obstacle to be met is one uni- 
versal in Mexico, the ‘‘dog-in-the man- 
ger squatter, whose lands extend as 
far as the eye can reach. 
On both coasts are breeding places 
for whales, and large captures are made; 
much oil is produced from other fish. 
Shell-fish are also abundant along the 
coast, as well as choice food fishes of 
various descriptions. The Gulf is a 
veritable mine of treasures, yielding, as 
it does, mother-of-pearl, oriental pearl 
the naca and hacha, and other ornamen- 
tal shells of great variety tor exporta- 
tion, and for lime, which is manufac- 
tured thePefrom. Innumerable seals in- 
habit the water or bask upon the sandy 
shores. 
Upon the coasts, as well as in the in- 
terior, deposits of copper and gypsum 
are found, sufficient to supply the 
world. The gypsum exists in a crude 
and crystalized state, and takes 
a polish as fine as that of marble. It 
is used for household movables, mon- 
uments and tables. It can be selected 
of every hue, in both pure and mixed 
colors. 
Since 1874 apiaries have been estab- 
hshed, and the wooded uplands and 
mountains are becoming populated with 
straggling bees. The flora—for the most 
part new to botany—is varied and val- 
uable. Probably no quarter of the 
globe produces so great a variety of me- 
dicinal plants and roots, which, though 
little known to the botanical world, have 
been successfully used for centuries by 
the native curanderas. 

Copper mines have been worked for 
ten years, and some silver mines for a 
much longer time; all have proved pro- 
ductive. Gold mines are but little 
worked, but, nevertheless, such as the 
are, they have proved to be the princi- 
l support of much of the population.
